SPERCO 1 s official position was that of /interpreter/ but h^gc^n^hanTj 
the important task of keeping' in contaot with tne Greek agents of trie AST anew 
complying with their manifold domestic roquosts - a full time job which kopuB 
him vory busy. It is probable that he recruited some agents himself before 1 
Trupp 250 replaced the old AST in summer 1943. His position was important 
in that he was almost the only. member of the Trupp who had direct contact 
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with the agents. It would, however bo unwise to overrate his position and 
to assurao that he was personally responsible for planning and organising

Flan No. 1, . 

Shortly after the outbreak of v/e.r a certain rran (name unknown) 
presented himself to the* 0 with a plan to perform acts of sabotage on 
tho FAVLJ4* Canal. He proposed to yo to Spain as a ” refugee” with his Jewish 
wife and a friend, and from there, with the help of certain connections, make 
his way to 1VJ;V J£A and start a farm, As additional cover he would pive 
himself out to be a forestry research-worker. In the course of several 
months he hoped to bore a lnrpe hole at the N.w, corner of the biy STAN L kc,. 
thus causin'- tho surface of the water to be lowered by several metres. The 
Canal would thereby be put out of commission for about a year. The i.an 
demanded a larye sum of ;..oney and an assurance frmm the Germans that he and 
his Jewish wife miyht live undisturbed in German*' after the war* This plan 
was not accepted - partly for financial reasons, and partly because the man 
was net trusted by the Abwehr. • 

Plan No. 2. 

A second plan was formulated whereby a proup o f several men wore 
to be Sv.ru vied, into a Southern state of the U.S.A. with false papers. They 
wore then to make their way to IVdAJia and obtain work as labourers on the 
Canal. They planned to carry out sabotage of locks and blow up ships in 
narrow parts of *the Canal, and later flee to a neutral South ^norican state. . 
This plan was likewise rejected by the Abwehr,. .. 

Plan No-. 3# 

The third plan va.s to land a preup of 12 - 15 men near COLON in order 
■;o sabotage the big STAN Dam, They were to be dispatched by U-boat, after 
months of special training in Germany, and take two small fcldin, --boats which 
wore to carry them up a river N.V, of COLON, drayyiny their sabotage ma to rial 
behind them in similar folding-boats, They planned to land at a spot some 
7 km.s. from their objective. . After establishing a camp and reconnoitring 
the country round about, they were tc cut a path through the forest to the 
STAN Dam. The group was then to transport their equipment on a dark rainy 
:.ii pht to a spot v/ithin 500 metres of the Dan, Tho sabot : -20 .vat o rial v/ould 
subsequently be sunk .at tho exact spot calculated to destroy tho Dam, ..nd 
wator-preof fuses would be set, . After completing their task tho group was 
to rendez-vouo v/ith the U-boat commander at a pre-arranged time and place, 
thus effecting their escape, . This undertaking was calculated to put the 
Canal out of action for one and a half years. The leador of tho 
vntornchmen was to bo St, JOHN (sou Pair.. 33 * ), who, as a soldier in tho 
American Army, had previously done guard duties on thu Bam. After 
MlRCH;iER f s departure' from 3ERLII! in February 1942, he heard nc more about 
tho above plans,
